City Council Drops Plans 
For Proposed City Building 


It appears the proposed new 
city building will have to wait, 
due to lack of funds. In the 
council meeting Tuesday night, 
plans were temporarily shelved 
when it was discovered money 
is not available under the 
proposed budget under con 
sideration. 
The council had planned to 
begin construction this year on 
the site of the former Del Farm 
food, store on North Perkins 
Street. This property is now 
used for leased parking. 
In considering the budget, 


there was no way the new 
building could be worked in the 
figures under the “frozen” tax 
rate, so the building will have to 
wait, according to action by the 
council. 
In other action at the meeting, 
the council heard a report from 
the city utilities superintendent, 
approved a request to cut a 
curb, discussed removal of a 
tree on North Main Street, 
talked over possibility of sale of 
the “airport” land, approved 
$24.000 for surfacing 16th Street , 
and took under advisement

They did this by 
Former Chief Justice 
Earl Warren Dies

WASHINGTON (UPD 
Earl 
Warren, who rose through the 
same rough-and-tumble Cali­ 
fornia Republican politics as 
President Nixon to dominate a 
Supreme Court era that bears 
his name, died late Tuesday at 
83 
The retired chief justice of 
the United States had been in 
Georgetown University Hospital 
suffering from a heart ailment 
since last week and was listed 
in 
fair 
condition 
Tuesday 
morning. But cardiac arrest 
occurred about 8 p.m. and 
Warren died unconscious with 
his wife and two daughters at 
his bedside 
Funeral arrangements were 
incomplete 
Perhaps the major achieve­ 
ment of the court during 
Warren's 16-year tenure was 
the 1954 unanimous decision 
outlawing segregated schools. 
Warren himself, however, said

significant ruling was the 1962 
“one man, one vote’’ decision 
giving federal courts jurisdic­ 
tion 
over 
state 
legislative 
reapportionment 
Warren also headed 
the 
comm 1 ssion that

John F. Kennedy and deter­ 


mined that Lee Harvey Oswald, 
ac 1111 g alone, kill ed K ennedy. 
President Nixon, who opposed 
many of the Warren Court’s 
decisions expanding the rights 
of criminal suspects, 
said 
Tuesday night Warren was “an 
articulate spokesman for the 
ideals he cherished He did not 
invite controversy but neither 
did he shun it; he fulfilled his 
duty as he saw it.” 
In a statement issued by the 
court, Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger said: 
“Earl Warren’s life epito­ 
mized the American dream His 
unique half-century career of 
public service as a prosecutor, 
attorney general and chief 
justice spanned one of the most 
dynamic eras in our history 
and his contribution was large 
indeed 
Warren, whose career in 
public life spanned 50 years 
until his retirement in 1969, was 
a crime-fighting district attor­ 
ney of Alameda County, Calif., 
state attorney general, three- 
term governor and Republican 
vice presidential candidate in 
1948 
From 1936 until 1952 
Wa r ren ha rbored pres i dent ia I 
ambitions He was appointed 
chief justice by 
President 
Eisenhower in 1953, replacing 
Fred M. Vinson 


Upon 
leaving 
the court, 
Warren said, “I would like the 
court throughout its history to 
be remembered as a court of 
the people.” 
The controversies surround­ 
ing the civil rights, voting 
rights and civil liberties cases 
between 1953 and 1969 made 
Warren an opponent of judicial 
and political conservatives and 
an enemy of the far right, 
especially 
the 
John 
Birch 
Society. Billboards throughout 
the country trumpeted the 
slogan, “Impeach Earl War­ 
ren." 
He answered criticism, howe­ 
ver, 
by saying: 
“A 
man 
whether he is a Communist, a 
Fascist or a Ku Klux Klanner, 
or whatever it might be, is 
entitled to have his rights 
protected in the courtroom .” 
At the time of his death. 
Warren was chairman of the 
World Association of Judges 
and the United Nations Associa­ 
tion and was a trustee of the 
Truman 
Library 
and

seum Committee. 
Warren is survived by his 
w idow, Nina, sons James, Earl 
and Robert and daughters Nina 
“Honey Bear” Bryan, Dorothy 
Van Knight and Virginia Daly, 
wife of former newscaster John 
Charles Daly.

U.S. Assumes ‘Get Tough’ 
Policy On Oil Prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
top Treasury Department offi­ 
cial today warned oil producing 
nations that they face economic 
and political backlash from the 
United States and other con­ 
suming countries if they at­ 
tempt to maintain or increase 
petroleum prices. 
In strongly worded testimony 
to 
a 
House 
subcommittee, 
Treasury Undersecretary Jack 
F Bennett said: “In my view, 
any 
new 
cutbacks 
in 
oil 
production by any government 
at this time should clearly be 
regarded by the United States 
and by all other consum ing 
countries, both more-developed 
and less-developed, as a coun- 
t er -prod uc t i ve m easure. ’ ’ 
The original text of Bennett’s 
remarks, 
released 
at 
the 
Treasury 
Department 
to 
a 
handful of reporters, said oil 
production cutbacks would be 
considered “an unfriendly act.” 
The words were changed— 
reportedly at the insistence of 
the State Department —minutes 


before Bennett was to begin his 
testimony. 
As delivered, 
he 
called it a “counter-productive 
m easure.”

The Supreme Court’s con­ 
tinuing difficulties with the 
question of obscenity 
should 
prove by now that Americans 
cannot depend on laws alone to 
clean 
up 
(heir 
cultural 
en­ 
vironment any more than they 
can in cleaning up their natural 
environment. 
It took centuries of abuse of 
the land, air, and water before 
som ething 
like 
a 
national 
consensus emerged in favor of 
reversing 
the 
process. 
Now 
countless 
individual 
acts 
of 
conservation 
and 
restoration 
are providing indispensable 
support for what has to be an 
increasing collective effort by 
citizens and government 
It need not take centuries for a 
similar individual and national 
aw akening 
to 
the 
cu rren t 
ravaging of the cultural land­ 
scape — the whole complex of 
sights and sounds and words 
and values that both shape and 
reflect a nation’s consciousness. 
Certainly 
the 
courts 
have 
found obscenity difficult to
